A Talk With the Halliwell Brothers 
and Capt, Luzter, 


Lieut, Kenny's I ife Sa 
m Saved b ith x 
ey y ® Prayer 


A correspondent of the Globe, who visit 
ed Saskatoon Hospital, writes a8 follows to 
that journal under date of Juno Lat 

Licut. Halliwell, of A” Company Mid 
land Battalion, gives his ©xperionce ag fo} 
lows 


“*T was wounded in my shoulder on 
the last day of the charge at Batocho, Woe 
were rushing on tho pits ; we were on tho 
slope of the hill, our company being divided 
into two portions; between me and the 
water was the other portion of my company 
and *‘O” Company of the Midland. I could 
plainly see the mon who were firing at us. 
Thad picked up my gun and was just going 
to shoot when 1 was struck. I 


dropped 
instantly, ‘struck all ofa heap,’ I waited 
for about half an hour, but l thought it 


was a lifotime; the bulleta were dropping 
all about me, and | could hear them pass 
mo witha ‘tish.’ I tell Lieut, Grace, 
of ‘C0’ Co. to keep his men firing, so as to 
prevent the enemy’s fire on us, and 1 to)d 
Lieut. Laidlaw to kowp up tho fire across 
the river with the same object, after which 
firing was not so hot. Tho fact is we had 
rushed ahead in the charge so fast that we 
wero without reinforcements, and so we had 
vo rest in the charge, and Col, Williams 
went back for support. Lean tell you we 
out-heroded Herod in the cheering. I be- 
lieve our British cheers sa@red the rebels 
more than anything and scattered them in 
all directions as we secured pit after pit, 

I believe we made noise enough to scare the 
whole North-West, Before the charge was 
finally finished 1 was carried back to the 
river, I Suffer a good deal from my wound, 

but am progressing surely but slowly. I 

was struck in front of the shouldor,and the 
bullet glanced upand settledin the muscles. 

Here, look at this bullet, see its shape.” 

This bullet, referred to by Lieut. Halli- 

well, is twisted and torn into a ragged-edg- 

ed, irregular diamond-shaped form. The 

difficulty of extracting it must have been 

very great, and the suffering of poor Halli- 

well all the while must have been something 
intense. When the doctom squeeze the 
wound to discharge the pus the pain is ex- 
cruciating, and somewhat retards his recoy- 
ely. 

Private E, A, E. Halliwell, A Co., Mid- 
land, was with his brother when shot, and 
he himself had the most marvellous es- 
capes. The bullets whizzed about him in 
all directions. His tunic shows four dis- 
tinct bullet holes, besides whish he got a 
skin wound on his face, he gota wrist 
wound, and a bullet through the fleshy 
part of the muscle of his arm, His escape 
from worse treatment wastruly marvellous. 
Ho is ith hie.vrotier in the same ward, 
and under the circumstances, it would be 
hard to find a more choerful lot of men 
than the two Halliwells, Laidlaw, Sergte, 
Wrighton, and Christie, Corp. Daly, and 
Priyato Barton, who are altogether ‘up 
aloft.” 

Capt. Lazier, A Company, Midland, is 
invalided with rheumatism, but got a scratch 
at Batoche., His story is: ‘‘ My company 
was drawn up in front of the church prepa- 
ratory to taking some of the pits. I heard 
a ‘‘whish,” and turning instantly, was 
struck in the lip, but fortunately only the 
skin was abraided, anda couple of teeth 
loosened. Had I not turned, the bullet 
would have entered beneath my ear, and 
that would have been the end of me,” 

A’ prayer-book saved Lieut. Kenny's life 
the same day. It was in his pocket, cov- 
ered by his belt, and a bullet came with a 
“thud”! against the spot on his belt behind 
which was the prayer-book, and dropped 
as harmlessly asif striking an iron monitor. 
Kenny at once said to Lazier, ‘‘ My prayer 
book has saved my life, thank God.”

But English summers are very wot 
and this helps to dissolve the mineral for- 
tilizer, Our summers are not so well adapt- 
ed to root growing as aro those of England, 
nor will'phosphate do much good here on 
any crop after tho moist w eathor of Spring 
has passed or until fall rains. 

Woe Grain Kor Fowrs.—Excepting 
for two or three days when firat hatched, 
evon little chickens should never have an 
exclusive diet of ground and moistened 
food, Whole grain or wheat or oats is bet- 
tor as soon as thoy are large enough to eat 
it. ‘The digestive apparatus of a fowlis very 
strong, and chickens will thrive better whon 
food 4 given whole to furnish the digestive 
organs proper.oxercise. 

Saur ror Porators.—Most people know 
thatsalt-is good on potatoes after they are 
cooked. As the schoolboy wrote in his 
essay on salt, ‘itis what makes potatoes 
taste so bad when you don’t put any on. 
But salt is also good for potatoes while they 
are growing. It should be sprinkled around 
tho hills, but on no account allowed to come 
in contact with cut potatoes before or after 
plantingy/as it will sUfely rotthem and 
destroy tho oyes.

Tue Corners or Fietps.—Under the 
plan of ploughing around ticlds there is 
left from each corner a line, extending ina 
diagonal direction towaads the centre, where 
the soil will be ploughed away and the sur- 
face for eight or ten feet on either side 
badly trampled by teams. Corn nover 
amounts to much on this’ strip, This is a 
good place to put any oxtra rich manure 
that may bo at hand from the hogpen or 
hen-house. There is little danger that 
these strips from the corners of fields will 
be made too rich for any crop. 


Weeps as Green Manune.—The growth 
of most weeds is mainly by exhausting the 
surface soil, as they got less from the at- 
mosphere or subsoil than cultivated crops 
or grasses. Henco when. ploughed under 
as green manure, the earlier the work is 
done the better. | With sume weeds among 
clover, earlier ploughing is necessary than 
would be desirable for the clover alone, in 
order to preyent weed seeds ripening. Scz- 
rel and red root, where they appear, have 
to be ploughed under before the clover is 
fully in blossom. 


THe Witer Surrty.—As the country 
grows older those farms which are supplied 
With springs which never fail become re- 
latively more valuable. In dairy, and 
especially butter-making, districts a spring 
of cool water in Summer is worth the “in- 
terest on hundreds of dollars a year. On 
any farm water is often needed for irrigat- 
ing purposes. If there is no natural spring 
it 1s often worth while to develop one by 
sinking au artesian well until an unfailing 
supply is reached, When successful it will 
pay good interest on its cost.

thirsty, and bread to the hungry, and medicine 
to the sick, and smiles to the discouraged— 
their footsteps heard slong dark lane and goy- 
ernment hospital, and im almhouse corridor and 
by prison gate? There may be no royal robe— 
there may be no palatial surroundings. Sho does 
not need them ; ie all charitable men will unite 
with the crackling lips of feverstrack hospital 
and plague-blotched lazarotto in greeting her 
as she passes: ‘* Hail!

II. Again, I want you to consider vahti the 
veiled. Had she appeared before Ahasureus and 
his court on that day with her tace uncovered 
she would have shocked all ths delidacies of 
Oriental society, and the very men whoin their 
intoxication demanded that she come, ia their 
sober moments would have despised her, As 
some flowers seem to thrive best in thedark lane 
and in the shadow, and where the sun does not 
seem to reach them, so God appoints to most 
womanly naturesa retiring and tudbtrusive 
apirit. 

God once in a While does call an Isabella to a 
throne, or a Miriam td atrike the timbrel at the 
front of a host, or a Marie Antonette to quell a 
French mob, or » Deborah to stand at the front 
of an armed battalion, crying out, “Up!

Bat when I seea woman of unoblushing bold- 
ness, loud-voiced, with a tongue of clitter-clat- 
ter, with arrogant look, passing through’ the 
streets with the step of a walking-beam, gail 
arrayed into a very hurricane of millinery, 
cry out: Washti hos lost her veil!” When I 
see a woman struggling for political preferment 
—trying to force her way on up to the ballot- 
box amid the masculine demagogues who stand, 
with swollen fists and bloodshot eyea and pesti-

The Scott Act has been voted upon in 
the County anda verdict of Nay rendored 
by the people, and now its promoters are 


looking around and questioning the reasons 


for sucha result, whereas they had count 
led on agure majority for the 
County, which they considered would fayor 


ably affect the doubtful majority in the city, 


promoters have not boon met with stern 
opposition from the opponents of the Act 
who have done much lees than might have 
boon expected in opposing it. Thore is no 
doubt but that had the Act been submitted 
months earlier the majority againstit would 


have been smaller, as public sentiment is a 


ficklo jade. Any one who had watched the 
sot of ovents could scarcely have failed to 
observe thatopinion has of late been turning 
against the Act. We do not 
tering into a discussion of tho morits and 
domorita of the Act, as any law that has for 
its object the restriction of the liquor traf- 
fic has its good qualities, and this Act can- 
not be divested of both good and bad qual- 
ities; but we purpose reforring to the causes 
that have led to its dofeat, In 
the first place, the advocates of the Act 


purpose en- 


have rolied too much upon sentiment, to 
the disparagement of financial facts, In 
the event of the Act passing, they in many 
cases repudiate tho assertion that a large 
revenue must bo raised, and appeal to son- 
timont to carry their point, when it would 
be much wiser to faco the music, as wo are 
prepared to do for a prohibitory Act, and 
put our hands in our pockets and pay the 
sum required, even to recompense those 
who lose by the passage of an Act which 
we consider right in the interests of the 
country. The promoters not only repudiate 
the financial problem involved, but took no 
pains to wake up their supporters to the 
importance of recording their votes for the 
cause which they consider right. This was 
the case to such an extent that hundreds 
of electors were unaware that the Scott Act 
was to be voted upon, We consider that 
the opponents of the Act have given its 
supporters every chance to carry their 
point, by giving them” tho least possible 


opposition that could be expected, and that 
its supporters have failed from a signal lack 
of ability—at least the managers in this 


part of the County. 
The supporters of the Act should remem- 


ber that its opponents are such from a self- 
ish point of view as it may be called, but 
at the same time they should remember

of 27,000 in ten years, ending in 1880, and this 
is what the critics have been pleased to call an 
effete’ Protestantisin'! As gleaned from the 
‘* Year-books” and “Church minutes,” the num- 
ber of communicants in evangelical churches in 
the United States has been as follows: In 1800, 
364,000 ; in. 1850, 3,529,000 ; in 1870, 6,673,000 ; 
and in 1880, 10,065,000. Of course during all 
this time there was an immense increase in 
population. but the increase in church member- 
ship 4 good deal more than kept pace with that 
of population. aking, the whole country 
through, there was in 1800 one evangelical com- 
municant to every 14} inhabitants ; in 1850, one 
to every 64 jin 1570, one to every 52; and in 
1880, one every 5. Kven during tha period 
since 1850, in which materialism and rationalism 
have been subjecting Protestantism to so severe 
a strain, while the increase in population has 
been 116 per cent.,the increase in communicants 
of Protestant ev: lical churches in the United 
States has been 185 per cent, 

The same pronounced drift Christianwayis 
evinces itself if we consider the matter of Ande 
can — and plese students, Writing in 
1810, Bishop Meade, of Virginia, said: ‘I can 
truly say that in every educated young man in 
Virginia whom I met I expected to find a skep- 
tic,if not an avowed infidel.” When Dr, Dwight 
Pasar io warp of Yalo College, in 1745, only 
five of the students were charen members, In 
the early part of Dr. Appleton’s presidency of 
Bowdoin, only one student was a professing 
Christian, In 1830, according to returns ob- 
tained from American colleges, 26 per cent. of 
the students were profersing Christians; in 1850, 
38 per cent; in 1865, 46 per cent; in 1880, accord 
ing to the Year-book of the Young Men's Chris. 
tian Association, out of 12,063 students in #ixty- 
five colleges, 6,081, ora little more than half 
were professors of religion. An American col- 
lege ia one of the very safest. places in which a 
young man can be put. And it is by such steps 
asthese thatthe religion of Jesus Christ 16 
undertaking to die out from the respect and 
affection of our American people ! 

Within the last forty years have also 
sprung up all the Young Men's Christian 
Associations, whose organizations pow ex- 
tend in all directions—in North America, 
South America, Europe, Asia, the Sand- 
wich Islands, Australia, Madagascar, Wc. 
This feature would indicate another strange 
way christianity has of dying. Our Sun- 
day schools, too, are all the growth of the 
present country, It is within the last 
eighty years also that the Protestant church 
of America has shown its colossal vigor in 
the inauguration of its missionary entor- 
prise, the total amount raised for foreign 
missions up to 1880 being $130,000,000, 88 
per cent. of which was raised during the 
last thirty years, This is another strange 
way Christianity has of showing accumulat- 
ing symptoms of debility and sevility. With 
such indisputable facts the conclusion Dr. 
Parkhurst arrives at is this :-—

Mrs. Delancy'’s# Horror, 

Sho Tells the Story of hor Hasband's Mur. | 
der—low he Died—The Narrative of the | 
Mussnore, | 


Reaina, July 3, 

On Wodnesday evoning Mra. Gowanleck | 
and Mrs. Delaney, tho two ladies who 
wore captured and held prisoners by the 
Indians for two months, arrived in Regina 
in order to attend the trials and gee if thoy 
cAn recognize, among the prisoners, any of 
those concerned in the shocking massacre 
which took place at the time they were 
captured. They put up atthe Palmer 
House, where your correspondent was per- 
mitted aninterview with Mrs. Dolaney last 
evening. She appeared young, but has 
been considerably alfectad by her recent 
trials, and gave one the impression of hay- 
ing only just recovered from a long illness. 
When requested to give an account of the 
massacre and capture, and her subsequent 
wanderings with Mrs. Gowanlock among 
the Indians, she readily complicd, expreas- 
ing her wish that a truthful accont should 
bo published, seeing that so many incorrect 
and false impressions had gone abroad, 
From her accountit appoared that in the 
neighborhood of Frog Lako, where she, her 
husband and a few othor white settlers re- 
sided, there were five reserves of Indians, 
all “of whom were quiet, and to a certain 
extent Unarmed, Toward the end of March 
4 wandering tribos of plain Crees, acting un- 
der Big Bear, arrived in the district and took 
up their quarters not far from Mr, Quinn's, 
theIndian agent. Up to the 2nd of April 
when the massacre took place, they ap- 
peared very frieudly and tried everything in 
their power to divert any suspicion that 
they might have evil intents, On April 1st 
they held a council and remained near the 
settlers’ houses the whole day. With all 
the cunning and treachery of which the 
“noble redman’is capable, they carefully 
felt their way; and quite disarmed any sus- 
picion. Inevery way they could think of 
they endeavored to show ow friendly and 
peaceably inclined they were. They assur- 
ed the too confiding settlers that Big Bear 
had by mistake obtained'a bad name, but 
they wonld prove that he’ was a good man, 
and they would also remain and protect the 
settlers, To such an extent did they carry 
these crafty manceuvres that they actually 
played with the men, and became general- 
ly quite frolicsome. Among other assur- 
ances,they stated they would neither go 
near Poundmaker nor Riel. 

The first warning of impending trouble 
came to the doomed settlers the following 
day, when two Indiens came with the tale 
that some of the half-breeds in the neigh- 
borhood had decamped during the night 
with the settlers’ horses. They also la- 
mented that they had not pitched their 
tent nearer Mr. Delaney’s house, in order 
to have guarded against this theft, so they 


said. The whole story was, of course, false, 


but that was not =discovered till too late. 
They then departed, but in about an hour 
later returned with a party of 20. During 
the previous night, it appears, Mr. and 


Mrs. Gowanlock had come over and spent 
the night at Mr. Delaney’s, so both gentle- 


men were present when the Indians arrived 


in the morning. As soon as the party of 20 
reached the house they requested both Mr.

been simply fired in the air to test the guns, 

In a few moments,however, one of the 
priests came running. up, articulating 


something in French, which Mrs. Delaney 
could not understand. Just then, however, 
she heard a shot behind and, looking 


back, saw Mr. Gowanlock fall; she was 


just turning her head again when she saw 
an Indian preparing to tire at her husband. 


At that moment he fell. She stooped 
down and laid his head on her lap, He was 
quite conscious and spoke for some little 
time. Looking up again, sho saw another 
Indian aiming at her alroady wounded hus- 
band, who in another moment sank back 
mortally wounded, Mra, Delaney, when 
she came to this pitiful and serrowful part 
of her story, was quite unable to restrain 
her feelings, and quite broke down by the 
recollection, She then went on to say that 
her husband, although 80 terribly wounded, 
was not quite dead, but the Indians came 
up, and roughly seizing her, brutally tore | 
hor away from him whom she was nover 
more to seo, After that she remombered 
nothing until shé found herself in the Tn- 
dian camp. Besides her husband, cight 
others wero butchered at that fearful time, 
the Indians acting more like fiends than 
human boings, even of such a degraded 
type. 

After they had been about six hours in 
camp the balf-broeds, whom she said had 
also been captured, purchasod her and Mra, 
Gowanlock from the Indians, giving two 
horses in exchange for herself, and one 
horse and some money for Mrs, Gowanlock. 
They wero then handed over to tho half- 
breeds, although both the half-breeds and 
themsel¥es remained prsonors of the Indi- 
ans. After ton days captivity they were |

The half- 
breeds were | also promised thoir freedom 
by Gen, Strange on account of their good 
trevtmont of the lady prisoners, providing 
no charge of theft, etc., was preferred against 
thom. Mrs, Delaney stated that during 
the whole of their captivity they had been 
treated by their gaolers as being of them- 
selves. When asked whether she ever 
heard any of their plans, etc., she stated 
that as they always spoke either in French 
or Cree, neither of which she understood, 
sho was unable to say. Mrs. Delaney al- 
80 assorted that she did not think she could 
identify any of the murderers of her hus- 
band.

In the House of Commons to-day Sir 
John Macdonald gave notice of resolutions 
providing that each member of the yolun- 
teer force who served in the suppression of 
the rebellion shall be given 320 acres of 
land, if he chooses to perfect the entry be- 
fore July 1st,1886, by himself or substitute, 
and that he or his substitute shall commence 
to reside upon the land within six months 
from July lst, 1886, and shall thereafter 
reside on and cultivate said land, Orin leu 
thereof, scrip to the amount of $80 will be 
issued. No charge isto be made for on- 
tries or patents. 

The Bill for the relief of the Canadian 
Pacific R’y was read a third time and pass- 
sed on a yote of 77 to 45. ‘The House then 
went into Committee of Supply and pass- 
ed several items referring to railways and 
canals and Indian supplies.

The Russian Advance, 


Russian Troops Advancing in Force on Zal- 
flcar Pass— Large Keloforcements Ar- 
riving at Askabad. 


Lonpon, July 15.—The Times has received a 
despatch trom Jagdorobaten, via Meshed, dated 
July 11th, which says it is rumored that the Rus- 
sians have advanced in force on the Zulfiar 
Pass and that trey are occupying Persian terri- 
tory as though it was lussian. The despatch 
also says that the British Frontier Cominission 
ig moving nearer Herat. 

Lonpon, July 15.—Reinforcements are arriv- 
ing at Askabad. The advance of the Russians 
has made the Afgbans anxious, but they are 
deterinined to resolutely resist any attempt to 
seize their territory. They are puzzled at these 
warlike preparations of the Russians under 
cover of pacific assurances, It is believed that 
General Alikanhoff, the commander of the Rus- 
sian advance, is determined to force on war, and 
that he is deceiving the Czar in regard to his 
real intentions. 

Lonpon, July 15, 3 p. m.—The news received 
to-day of further Ruzsian movements towards 
Zulficar Pass has caused a fall of 7-16 in the 
price of consuls, 

Lonpon, July 15,—The market at the Stock 
Exchange is weak, and Egyptian and Russian 
securities have declined § in consequence of the 
news from Afghanistan.

Kavages of the Clover Midge, 

Farmers are now very generally engaged 
with their hay, which will be a fair crop. 
The insect which has for the last two or 
three years attacked the clover has been 
very destructive this season, and it is rare 
indeed that a perfectly formed bloom can 
be seen. The head comes on to a certain 
length as usual but then fails to bloom, and 
investigation shows a number of little 
yellow worms in the head. This pest has 
only made its appearance within the last 
year or two, and what its ultimate offects 
on the clover crop will be remains to be 
seen, ‘

OF course the chill could not be carried 
on indetinitely, The time would come when 
if the eggs were loft out in the cold they 
would not hatch, Undoubtedly many eggs 
have been thrown away as useless when 
hens have died, or have been killed, or have 
abandoned their nests, or been accidentally 
kept away, when a goodly number of chick- 
ens might have been procured from such 
ogus. 

For shipping eggs for hatching purposes 
by express, the box should.be large enough 
so that there will be plenty of room, not 
only to hold the eggs but T contain pack- 
ing material enough to keep the eggs from 
touching the sides or bottom of the box, 
and to prevent them from shifting positions 
when on the journey, Ifa cusion or pad 
be used it must be fastened to the bottom 
of the box, and should be stuffed with 
more moderately elastic substance, like cut 
hay or chaff. India rubber is too elastic 
for a cusion. 

Eggs will bear, transporation almost any 
distance if well packed. They have been 
sent repeatedly all the way from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and have been ship- 
ped from England to America and hatched 
well. The packing material may consist 
of oat chaff, coarse dry wheat bran or the 
sweepings of barn floors, consisting of 
clover leaves and grass seed with the his 
on. Fine soft hay, cut very short in the 
hay cutter, answersa good purpose. Screw 
the lid upon the box ; do not nail it on. 
An upright handle on the box is a good 
thing, for it serves to keep the expressmen 
from piling other boxes upon it. 

Take about as much flouy of sulphur as

Pasturine Cows 1x Woops,—It is not 
desirable to pasture cows in woodlands, 
especially in carly Spring. The grass 
grown under the shade is less nutritious, 
and the animals are apt to find many wild 
plants, tho flavor of which spoil the milk 
for any use. This is especially true in 
woods where wild garlic abounds. 

Hiopren Sronr.—A stone a few inches 
under the surface is often movre injurious 
than one of equal size plainly visible, A 
farmer this Spring remarked that he had 
broken several plough points ona sunkén 
rock, which he had now removed at less 
expense than it had already been to him in 
plough repairs. 

Pioveninc Wer Grounp.—Soil with 
any clay in it should not be ploughed when 
thoroughly saturated with water, which 
may be known by water standing in the 
furrows after the plough had pasred. Some 
degree of moisture is desirable, not only 
for case in ploughing but hecause stirring 
the soil when moist aids in the development 
of plant food. 

Hravy Sow ror Ganpens.—It used to 
be thought that only sand was suitable for 
garden purposes. For yery early forcing 
some mixture of sand is advantageous, 
But heavy soils, even clay, are good when 
well dried,and by some practical gardeners 
are preferred for the bulk of their later 
plantings. 

SHARPEN Your Farm Toors.—A hand 
hoe which is never ground will wear much 
longer than one which frequently comes in 
contract with the grindstone, but the extra 
amount of labor that can be performed 
with the sharp instrument will be sufficient 
to pay for a new hoe every little while, to 
say nothing of the saying of the muscle. I[t 
is poor economy to work witha dull axe, 
scythe or hoe, 

Misvse or tHe Roiter.—There is pro- 
bably no farm implement more generally 
misused on heavy land than the roller, es- 
pecially in early Spring. Land at this sea- 
son is sure to be sufficiently compacted by 
rains, aud only cultiy.tion is necessary to 
make a mellow seed bed. The proper time 
for using the roller isin preparing a seed 
bed for wheat in the Fall, and after Spring 
grain is up and the surface dry, to smooth 
it for the reaping machine. y 

WASHING CArRIAGES,—A carriage should 
be washed immediately whenever it is re- 
turned home soiled. If wet mud be per- 
mitted to continue and dry upon the sur- 
face, a white opaque will afterwards indi- 
cate the place to which the dirt adhered. 
Again, a vehicle which is invariably left in 
its coat of filth until the subsequent morn- 
ing, always requires repainting and revar- 
nishing many months before those carria- 
ges which receive proper care.

THE AFGHAN BOUNDARY, 


Despite the announcement Ww hich was 
made previous to the defeat, of the Glad- 
atono Government, that the difticulty be- 
twoon Russia and Great Britain was ready 
for submission to the arbitrator, it would 
appear, from recent dospatches, that tho 
trouble is still unsettled. Tho Russian 
Genoral Alikhanoff, apparently in pursu- 
ance ofa definitely arranged plan, is ad- 
vancing upon the Zulfikar Pass, and threat- 
ening Herat, upon which city the British 
commission are retroaung. 

This threatenod movement has excited a 
great deal of attention in England, where 
there is a wide spread belief that its object 
is to force on a war, and in consequence a 
good deal of excitement has been occasioned 
on the Stock Exchange. 

The motives of the Russiaus in making 

this movement may be, it is not unlikely, 
to test the temper of the new adminis- 
trations If so, we have no doubt that they 
will find & much firmer hand at the holm 
than that which directed the ship of State 
during the Gladstone regime. The reply 
of Lord Randolph Churchill to a question 
put to him in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday evening shows that the British 
Government are fully aware of the Russian 
movement and determined that they shall 
not have Herat. Ht is to be hoped that war 
nay be avoided, but the people of England 
are pretty well convinced that it must 
come, sooner or later, and are not prepar- 
ced to sacrifice their honor and prestige in 
ovder that the struggle may be postponed 
for a year.or two. In this respect we be- 
lieve the policy of the Government will be 
in accord with the popular wish. 


THE NIAGARA PARK. 


On Wednesday last that portion of the 
International Park at Niagara Falls which 
lies on the United States side of the bor- 
der was formally thrown open to the pub- 
lic by the authorities of the State of New 
York, with magnificent attendant cere- 
WIOLALS, 

This magnificent project of throwing op- 
en to the public the beauties of the grand- 
est waterfall in the world, of which Father 
Hennepin wrote in describing it,in 1678, ‘the 
universe does not afford its\parallel,’ which 
statement has not been proved incorrect by 
sibsequont discoveries, originated in the 
fortile brain « the Earl of Dufferin, our 
former Goveru sr General. The idea which, 
when originally proclaimed, was looked up- 
on by many as utopian, was first privately 
suggested by the noble Karl te the then 
Governor of the State of Now York. A few 
weeks later, in a speech which he deliver- 
ei before the Ontario Society of Artists, at 
Toronto, His Excellency broached the pro- 
ject in the following language : 


“And now, gentlemen, before I sit down there 
is another topic to which I would for a moment 
refer. Iam about to confide to youa mission 
which, though not directly in your line, is suffi- 
ciently connected with your pursuits to justify 
mein commanding your asaistance. In your 
neighborhood. there exists, as you are aware, one 
of the most wondrous, beautiful, and stupendous 
scenes which the forces of nature have ever con- 
structed. Indeed, so majestic is the subject that 
though many skilful hands have endeavored to 
travefer it to canvas, few have succeeded in ade- 
quately depicting its awe-inspiring characteris- 
tics. J allude tothe Falls ot Niagara. But I 
ain further sure everyone willagres with me 
in thinking that the pleasure he may have 
derived fromm his pilgrimage to so famous a 
spot, whether as an artist or simple tourist, 
has been miserably marred and defeated by 
the inconvenience and annoyance he has ex- 
perienced at the hands of the various squat- 
ting interests that have taken ion of 
every point of vantage atthe Falls to tax the 

cket and irritate the nerves of visiturs, and 
y whom, just at the moment when he is about 
to give up his whole being to the contemplation 
of the scene before him, as he is about to feel the 
inspiration of the natural beauties around him, his 
inagination and his poetic faculties are suddenly 
shocked and disorganized by a demand for teu 
cents. Some few weeks ago I had the good for- 
tune to meet his Excellency the Governor of the 
State of Now York, and I then suggested to him 
anidea which has been long presented to ny 
mind, that the Governments of New York and 
Ontario, or Canada, should combine to acquire 
whatever nmght may haye been established 
against the public, and to form around the 
Falls o stnall public international park, not 
indeed decorated or ip any way sophisticated by 
the puny art of the landscape gardener. but care 
fully preserved ia the picturesque and uovulyariz- 
ed condition in which it was originally laid out 
by the hand of nature. Nothing could bave 
been more gratifying Or gracious than the re- 
sponse which his Excellency the Governor of 
New York was good enough to make to my 
representations, and he encouraged ma to hope 
that, should s fitting opportunity present itse f, 
he and his Government might be induced,if not 
to take the initiative in the matter, at all events 
to co-operate heartily with our own in carrying 
out such a plan asl have sketched. Nowhere 
in the world are all the arrangements connected 
with pleasure grounds better understood than 
upon this continent.” 


The scheme, which seemed to very many 
persons in Canada to be rather too’ magnifi- 
cent eyer to result in anything practical, 
was Very favorably received on the other 
side of the border. Governor Robinson 
laid the matter before the Legislature of 
New York in his next annual message, and 
after negotiations lasting noarly six years, 
our neighbors’ have worthily completed 
their half of the project. 

Public sentiment has been shown to be 
in favor of the carrying out of a similar 
work on this side of the line by the Ontario 
Government, which body have heretofore 
been very dilatory; but it is to be hoped 
that detion will not be délayed much longer.

Lonvon, July 16.—The Standard, in an edi- 
torial on the reported advance of the Russian 
troops to the Zulifikar Pass, says: ‘Although 
more re-assuring news was received lato yester- 


day, from Col, Ridgeway, the chief of the Brit- 
ish Afghan boundary comunission, the news from 
other sources, regarding Russian movements 18 
of the gravest character, 
feature of the intelligence from Afghanistan is 
that the Afghans have attached themselves more 
firmly to our side.”

isbury’s reluctance to consent to Russia's offer

ViENNA, July 16,—A_ semi-official despatch 
frou St. Petersburg says Russia counts with cer 
tainty on the help of France in any contest the 
Czar may have with England in Asia. France 
will be compelled to establish a protectorate 
over Tonquin, and the English in India will 
then be between two fires, and their interest is 
to avoid any policy likely to lead to a Franco- 
Russian alliance. This is a set off to the in- 
creasing friendliness between England and Ger- 
many. 

Panis, July 16,—There is a panic on the Bourse 
today. A heavy fall bas occurred in the prices 
of most securities, owing to the reports thata 
crisis between Kussia and England was immin- 
ent, It is said Russia is neyzotiating a war loan. 
The absence of official news from Afghanistan 
is considered ominous. The Temps says officers 
of the Russian ariny now on furlough have been 
ordered to rojoin their regiments at once.

With Col Williams’ Remains, 


On Boanb THe C. P. R, Steamer 
Algoma, July 13th, 1885. \ 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Dear Srr,—On the afternoon of July 
10th, a brigade order was issued ordering 
an escort to he ready at Winnipeg to escort 
from that place to Port Hope the remains 
of our late lamented Col. A. T. H, Wil- 
liams, M. P. This escort was chosen from 
the detachmont of the Midland then sta- 
tioned at Fort Osborne, after having 
escorted Riel to Regina. The escor$ was 
accordingly detailed and consisted of the 
following ; Sergt. ©. S. Strong, Corporal 
Geo. S. Wilson, Pts. J. A. Charlton and 
J. F. Wilson, under the command of Capt. 
Reid, Paymaster of the Midland Battalion. 
At6.30 p, m. on July 11th the train bear- 
ing the dead Col. arrived at Winnipeg and 


at 7.15 we left for the east on our solemn 
duty. 
At 2.30 p.m. on Sunday, 12th inst., 


woe arrived at Port Arthur and in a very 
few minutes wore steauring up towards the 
Sault St. Marie. Just 6 miles west of Port 
Arthur is Fort William, which is beyond 
doubt the most beautiful spot I saw-west, 
and there is to be seen the once celebrated 
Neebing Hotel. The trip across Lake Su. 
perior was without note, the water very 
placid and the atmosphere misty. 

Here permit me to retrograde and tell 
you that at Winnipeg, as we transferred 
the body from one train to another, many 
eyes were filled with tears when the thought 
was paramount that all of the Midland,ex- 
cepting the gallant Colonel, were returning 
to their homes in life, and with glad hearts. 

A beautiful wreath was here placed on the 
casket, a presentation from the Port Hope 
people now residing in Winnipeg. 

We arrived at Owen Sound on Tuesday 
at 11 4. m., where an immense crowd was 
assembled at the dock to pay tribute to the 
remains of our honored dead. A beautiful 
arch was erected, bearing on the top a crown 
and across the centre a motto bearing these 
words, ‘Canada mourns the hero of Ba- 
toche” ; and a more appropriate and fitting 
tribute could not bo paid to all that was 
mortal of a once gallant commander. While 
here, flowers were heaped upon the casket, 
and hundreds came to 160k upon the casket 
and wreaths which encircled the dead. 

A large deputation from East Durham 
met us here, under Captain Clemes. We 
left this place at 6a, m. on the morning of 
July 15th, arriving 10 Toronto at 11 a. m., 
where a military deputation met us, chief 
among whom were Col. Villiers, D.A.G., 
Col. Denison, D.A.G., Lt-Gol, La- 
zier of 15th Batt, Belleville. Here we re- 
mained until 5.30, 
for Port Hope, where we arrived at 8.30 
Assembled at the station was a crowd,auch

An honor guard of- one company led the 
procession to the residence of the Col. One 
of the umporing features of the transfer wae 
tho draping festooning of the car 
which bore his remains from Owen Sound.

THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS, 

A long line of silver, marking the limit 
of the great prairie ocoan, a long line of 
coast over which the white wavos wero per- 
petually breaking. As we moved 
swiftly and silontly, 4 change camo over 
the landscape, a strange mirage appeared 
to pervade the atmosphere. One could

‘In the folk lore of almost every nation 
thore is a referonce to some lost city, some 
mysterious land, which has disappoared 
from sight, but which at some unexpec ted 
moment dazzles the oye of the hunter and 
traveller, and then disappears in the same 
strange manner. Plato gives us a glimpso 
of this in his lost Island of Atlantis. In Hy 
patia Mr. Kingsley tolls us how the fierce 
bersikor camo from the frozen regions of the 
North and asconded tho Hot-Nile in search 
of the lost city of Asta-Asgard, Mr. Wash- 
ington Irving has reproduced the story in 
his Alhambra, or tale of the seven cities. 
And there is a beautiful Irish legend which 
tells how the fishermen of the Isle of Arran 
see rising from the waves the beautiful tow- 
ers and gardens of the lovely island of the 
blest. As we move towards that glittering 
mountain range, we quite understand how 
it was that painters and poets had not even 
attompted to depict those mountain soli- 
tudes, With every change of moyement 
there came a change in 
THE MAGNIFICENT PANORAMA 


which was spreading before us, Magnificent 
cities, with gorgeous palaces and cloud-cap- 
ped towers, and great cathedrals, appeared 
on every side, Now the grand and substan- 
tial architecture of the great European cit- 


and minarets of the Orient flashed upon the 
sunlight—and then a marvellous mirage— 
& great sheet of water, a very inland sea; 
and one could fancy that, rising from ite 
lagoons, Venice in all her brightness, the 
peorless queen of the Adriatic, dawned up- 
on our vision. 

‘At last we entered the great mountain 
range, and the contrast between the vast 


1s so great that we are lost in wonder and 
awe. That mountain rampart it appeared 
impossible for humanity to scale or conquer, 
Tayoluntarily the words of the Second Spir- 
it in ‘Manfred’ sprang to ourlips, The 
mountains were so gigantic and colossal, 
the human beings threading their recesses 
80 weak, puny and small, wecould not but 
imagine the genius of the place addressing 
us in the words of the famous invocation : 


‘Mont Blanc is the monarch of 1nountains; 
We crowned him long ago 

On a throne of rocks, in a robe of clouds, 
With a diadem of snow. 


Around his waist are forests braced, 
The avalanche in his hand; 

But ere it falls, that thundering ball 
Must pause at my command, 


The glacier’s cold, a restless mass 
Moves onward day by day; 
But I ain he who bids it pass, 
Or with its ice delay. 


I am the spirit of the place, 
Could make the mountains bow 
And quiver to its caverned base— 
And what with me would st thou /’ 


‘I think Heine tells us that, once when 
he was in the mountains of Jura, ho was so 
Impressed with the awful sublimity and 
grandeur of the scene that he forgot he had 
been the arch mocker, and scoffer, and 
skeptic of his age ; that he had laughed at. 
and scorned everything that men and wo- 
men held in reverence; that he had tramp- 


feet ; that he had subjected everything 
divine to his searching analysis and ruth- 


to him with her catechism in her hand and 
said, ‘Sir, what do you believe in?’ he 
bowed his head reyerently and replied, in 
the words of the grand formula of the 
Christian faith :

Our Boys, 

I once read a story written for the amusement 
aud instruction of ‘Our Boys,’ which set me to 
thinking, but not in a lino with the author, 

The hereof the narrative, a manly youth, was 
the victim of a malicious plot laid by a school- 
mate, who feared him as a rival in winning the 
university prize. Guy, the jealous boy, having 
been called into the waster’s study and left for 
a moment alone, took frow the teacher's private 
drawer a five-pound note, and then, before leay- 
ing, purpowely dropped upon the flooP a paper 
on which he had persuaded his classmate, Harry, 
to write, Hoe also Jeft his book behind a writ 
ing-desk. ‘The next day he asked Harry to go 
for bis book when the master was«ut. The boy 
went and knocked at the door, No response 
being given, he stepped in and took” the book. 
When the money was missed, suspicion fell upon 
Harry, Hé had been’ seen coming from the 
master’s room, and the paper with his hand- 
writing bad been found. He was called to ac- 
couut, acknowledged hisaviiting on the paper 
and the fact that he eutered the room, but de- 
nied taking the note. When the master de- 
manded, ‘Why were you in my room?’ he 
refused to tell. The evidence seemed clear 
against him, he was expelled from school, aud 
for twenty-five years bore the disgrace.

How anxiously each stage of the homeward 
journey has been marked by fond ones at 
home is well known. How the joyous 
anticiption of an unclouded welcome home 
to all the brave fellows we had sent out 
was clouded by the untimely fate of the 
beloved commander after finishing his mis- 
sion, none need a reminder. Impatient 
hands which would have hurried the speed 
of the boat on the upper Saskatchewan or 
the iron horse of the railway, so eager were 
they to show their pride for the boys who 
had done so nobly, began the decoration of 
the city without delay, and for over a week 
the work went on, each man Vieing with 
his neighbor in preparing a reception for 
the returning conquering heroes. 
mirable decorative taste of the patriotic 
citizens Of Belleville showed itself in the 
change that came over the city, as ever- 
greens and bunting were applied unspar- 
ingly. So great is the change that the city 
does not seem the place it was some few 
days ago. All along the route from the 
depot were green boughs and waving flags 
of all sizes and designs. 
reminders of their welcome the men must 
needs leave the city. The first decora- 
tion to greet them was the grand arch 
erected by the employees of the Grand 
Trunk Railway at the entrance to 
the depot grounds. It was of a 
pleasing design and neatly covered with 
evergreens. Flags and Chinese lanterns 
were profusely used and gave it a finished 
and lively apperance. On the side facing 
the depot were the mottoes, ‘*15th—Wel- 
come, Heroes of Batocho—49th.” This 
was over the arch. On the 


‘Home, Sweet Home,” while on the west 


side was ‘** Fish Creek, Duck Lake, Fort 
Pitt.” The side of the arch next to the 
street had ‘*God Saye the Queen.” ‘Frog 


Lake, Batoche *A’ and ‘C’ Companies,” 
and *' Battle-Scarred Heroes” on the east 
side. Mr. D, Gunn took a lively interest 
in the erection of the arch and was ably 
seconded by Mesars. A. Wengley and W. 
Clark. Across the street, Just after passing 
under the arch, was a motto, ‘' Dead, but 
Not Forgotten.” Mr, Wm. Docter dis-
